1. INDOCHINA 

REUTER (SAIGON) REPORTS AN QUANG SECT REAFFIRMED TTS 
DEMAND TUESDAY FOR THIEU'S RESIGNATION AND EXPRESSED 
SUPPORT FOR PEOPLE S ANTI-CORRUPTION MOVEMENT. SECT 
SPOKESMAN TOLD REPORTERS THAT CHURCH HAD NEVER ACCEPTED 
THIEU AS HEAD OF STATE AND THAT IT SUPPORTED PACM 
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BECAUSE "BOTH OF US ARE ASKING THIEU TO RESIGN." HE 
SAID AN QUANG IS STILL CONSIDERING WHETHER TO BECOME 
INVOLVED IN STREET DEMONSTRATIONS. AND THAT WHILE 
IT WILL NOT DISAPPROVE IF INDIVIDUALS OR ORGANIZATIONS 
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BECOME INVOLVED IN SUCH ACTIVITIES, THEY SHOULD BE NON- 
VIOLENT AND SHOULD AIM AT RESTORING PEACE. ASKED TO 
COMMENT ON SPECULATION THAT OPPOSITION LEADERS MAY BE 
INVITED TO JOIN "NATIONAL UNION" CABINET FOLLOWING 
RESIGNATION OF FOUR MINISTERS LAST MONTH, SPOKESMAN 
SAID THIS WOULD DO NO GOOD UNLESS GOVT POLICY CHANGED. 

REUTER NOTES THAT IN SEVERAL PROVINCES ON CENTRAL COAST 
TUESDAY LAWYERS BEGAN MONTH-LONG BOYCOTT OF COURTS IN 
PROTEST AGAINST THIEU DECREES WHICH THEY SAID ARE 
"STIFLING FREEDOM OF EXPRESSION AND THREATENING 
SECURITY OF CITIZENS." 

AT CHINHTAM, PROTESTING VILLAGERS CARRIED BANNERS SAYING 
"MASSACRE US ALL' IN MOURNING FOR TWO VILLAGE RESIDENTS 
THEY CONTEND WERE KILLED BY POLICE IN LAND DISPUTE. 

MANY DEMONSTRATORS WERE RCS WHO HAD FLED NVN. AS THEY 
DEMONSTRATED, VILLAGE WAS CORDONED OFF BY SECURITY FORCES 
(WP). 

NYT'S SHIPLER, IN VIENTIANE, REPORTS THAT GROUP OF US 
QUAKERS HAS BEGUN PROVIDING WHAT IS BELIEVED TO BE FIRST 
AID FROM US TO PL, HAVING DONATED THREE PORTABLE 
SAWMILLS TO PL AND CONDUCTED TWO-MONTH COURSE IN OPERATION 
AND MAINTENANCE. AFSC'S INDOCHINA DIRECTOR. MARTIN TEITEL, 
SAYS THIS IS FIRST TIME PL WORKED WITH AMERICANS, AND 
"TO US THE HUMAN CONTACT WAS MORE IMPORTANT THAN THE 
SAWMILLS." TEITEL SAID MILLS. WHICH COST ABOUT 10,000 
DOLS, RUN ON VOLKSWAGEN ENGINES AND ARE PARTICULARLY 
USEFUL IN MOUNTAIN TERRAIN OF PL TERRITORY. PL WERE SO 
PLEASED THAT THEY SOLICITED MORE FROM OTHER SOURCES, 
ACCORDING TEITEL. HE SAID COMMITTEE ALSO DONATED ABOUT 
10,000 DOLS WORTH OF TWO-TON DEEP-DISK PLOWS TO OTHER 
SIDE OF COALITION GOVT, AND IS CONSIDERING BUILDING 
MARKET AND CLINIC FOR SETTLEMENT OF MEO REFUGEES ABOUT 
33 MILES NORTH OF VIENTIANE. 
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SHIPLER OBSERVES THAT PL HAS BEEN STAND-OFFISH WITH 
REGARD TO USG ASSISTANCE IN ITS AREAS OF CONTROL - 
AS US DIPLOMAT PUT IT. "THEY HAVEN'T ASKED AND WE HAVE 
UNDERTAKEN NO PROJECTS THERE"; US AID PROGRAM TO RLG 
HAS CONTINUED UNINTERRUPTED, BUT PROJECTS ARE ALL IN 
REGIONS UNDER CONTROL OF VIENTIANE FACTION. OFFICIALS 
BELIEVE THAT BEFORE PL ACCEPTS ANY WESTERN AID FOR 
THEIR AREAS, ROADS BETWEEN ZONES WILL HAVE TO BE 
REOPENED AND FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT ESTABLISHED; THEN, US 
DIPLOMAT EXPLAINED, ALL AID WILL BE GIVEN THROUGH LAO 
GOVT. 

AFSC HAS LONG RECORD OF DONATIONS TO BOTH NVN AND PRG. 
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"SIGNIFICANTLY, HOWEVER," TEITEL SAID THAT FOR FIRST 
TIME IN RECENT MONTHS, USG LICENSED IT TO PROVIDE NVN 
ASSISTANCE, LICENSE BEING NECESSARY TO AVOID VIOLATING 
US LAW REGARDING TRADE WITH ENEMY. COMMITTEE APPARENTLY 
BROKE THIS LAW REPEATEDLY BEFORE C-F AGREEMENT SIGNED, 

BUT WAS NEVER PROSECUTED. TEITEL SAID QUAKERS LICENSED 
RECENTLY TO DELIVER HOSPITAL AND LABORATORY EQUIPMENT 
TO NVN, AND NOW ARE MOVING MORE INTO "EDUCATION STUFF," 
WHICH INCLUDES SUCH MATERIALS AS EXERCISE BOOKS. 

2. JAPAN 

CSM (TOKYO) QUOTES SHIINA IN MAINICHI INTERVIEW MONDAY 
SAYING TANAKA ASKED HIM ABOUT FORMING CARETAKER CABINET 
SHOULD HE RESIGN IN AFTERMATH OF MAGAZINE EXPOSE OF HIS 
PUBLIC AND PRIVATE FINANCIAL DEALINGS. 

REUTER (PERTH) REPORTS TANAKA VISIT TO WESTERN AUSTRALIA

7. CHINA 

NYT'S TELTSCH, AT UN, REPORTS PRC ACCUSED SOVIET MONDAY 
OF SEEKING TO MASQUERADE "AS THE STANDARD BEARER OF 
NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT" WHILE ACCELERATING ATOMIC WEAPONS 
DEVELOPMENT. CHINESE DELEGATE CRITICIZED US, BUT WAS 
NOTICEABLY HARSHER IN ATTACK ON SOVIET; HE ALSO SHED 
LITTLE LIGHT ON PEKING'S NUCLEAR UNDERTAKINGS. 

JOC'S STRAUSS, IN HK, REPORTS BANK OF CHINA HAS MOVED

CDN'S BEECH, IN DANANG, REPORTS CITY , ONCE "CESSPOOL" 

OF SVN, HAS BEEN TRANSFORMED INTO CLEAN, ORDERLY, TRF.E- 
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LINED PLACE THAT COULD BE MODEL FOR COUNTRY IF ONLY WAR WOUL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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END. DANANG'S TRANSFORMATION "IS SO COMPLETE THAT IT IS 
HARDLY RECOGNIZABLE" TO VISITOR;WHO KNEW IT WHEN US 
TROOPS WERE THERE. GONE ARE MOUNTAINS OF GARBAGE IN STREAM, 
CLOGGED, FOUL-SMELLING DRAINAGE DITCHES, STAGNANT POOLS 
SWARMING WITH MOSQUITOES. ONCE SCABROUS-LOOKING PUBLIC 
BUILDINGS ARE DAZZLING WHITE WITH BLUE TRIM; TREES NOW

WPA AIMED AT PUTTING SOME OF VN'S UNEMPLOYED THOUSANDS 
TO WORK ON USEFUL PROJECTS. NEWLY-CONSTRUCTED SALT 
WATER INTRUSION DIKE NEAR HOI AN, 45-MINUTE DRIVE SOUTH 
OF DANANG, IS ONE OF TWO THAT, WHEN COMPLETED, WILL 
CONVERT NEARLY 10,000 ACRES OF SALT MARSH INTO TILLABLE 
LAND. PROGRAM HAS BEEN SO SUCCESSFUL IT HAS WON ENDORSEMENT 
OF COMMUNISTS WHO SAY IT IS ALL RIGHT FOR PEOPLE TO WORK 
ON DIKE (LAT NOV 1). 

LAT’S MCARTHUR, IN SAIGON.REPORTS THAT LAM SON SQUARE -

IT IS COMMENTARY ON VIGOR OF MOST RECENT 
DEMONSTRATIONS THAT SERVICE AT NEARBY CONTINENTAL 
HOTEL HAS CONTINUED UNINTERRUPTED, WITH WISE AND 
AGING WAITERS HARDLY GLANCING AT STREET. RECALLS

UNDAUNTED BY TWO YEARS IN PRISON, FOR WHICH SHE BLAMES 
US, HAS REGROUPED SMALL BAND OF ANTIWAR STUDENTS AND 
BUDDHIST NUNS "AND APPEARS FAITHFULLY AT ANYONE ELSE'S 
DEMONSTRATION WHEN SHE IS NOT LEADING HER OWN." 

MOST DEMONSTRATORS, AND MANY OF NEWSMEN AND POLICE IN 
AND OUT OF UNIFORM, ARE FAMILIAR FACES TO LAM SON 
REGULARS. POLITICAL RHETORIC OF PROTESTORS HAS HARDLY 
BEEN STIRRING OR MEMORABLE AND HAS NOTABLY FAILED TO

10. CHINA 

REUTER'S PEARCE, IN PEKING, SAYS PEOPLE'S DAILY BOAST 
THAT "THERE IS NO INFLATION" IN PRC BASICALLY TRUE 
FOR 800 MILLION CHINESE; BUT FOR FEW THOUSAND FOREIGN 
DIPLOMATS, BUSINESSMEN OR JOURNALISTS, COST OF LIVING 
RISE IS UP SHARPLY. THERE HAS BEEN TENDENCY TO ISOLATE 
FOREIGN COMMUNITY FROM CHINESE TO AN INCREASING EXTENT 
SINCE GPCR, AND AT SAME TIME TO HELP PAY FOR PRC'S 
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EXPANDING DIPLOMATIC CORPS BY SQUEEZING FOREIGNERS 
LITTLE HARDER. "FOREIGN GUESTS" ARE SHOCKED NOT BY 
PAYING INTERNATIONAL PRICES FOR CERTAIN SERVICES, BUT 
SUDDENNESS AND SIZE OF PRICE INCREASES. IN JANUARY, 

PLANE FARE FROM CAPITAL TO CANTON WENT UP 150 PERCENT. TO 
IATA RATES; BUT CHINESE STILL PAY SUBSIDIZED FARES. 

PRICES IN FOREIGNERS' HOTELS AND BETTER RESTAURANTS 
ALSO SHOT UP AROUND 50 PERCENT LAST YEAR, WHILE ROOMS 
AT PEITAIHO DOUBLED OR EVEN TRIPLED IN PRICE. TAXI 
FARES ROSE DRAMATICALLY WITH INTRODUCTION OF FLEET OF 
IMPORTED JAPANESE CARS. AND PRESENT MINIMUM FARE OF TWO

ONE AREA IN WHICH CHINESE "HAVE FORFEITED CONSIDERABLE 
GOODWILL IS THEIR MERCENARY APPROACH' TO INDUSTRIAL 
AND TRADE EXHIBITIONS MOUNTED IN CHINA. NOT CONTENT 
WITH OBVIOUS BENEFITS OF THESE VENTURES SUCH AS TECHNICAL 
LECTURES BY VISITING EXPERTS AND PURCHASE OF EQUIPMENT 
ON DISPLAY AT "KNOCKDOWN PRICES," CHINESE APPEAR DETERMINED 
TO WRING EVERY POSSIBLE PENNY FROM EXHIBITORS, OFTEN IN 
TRIVIAL WAYS. IN PAST FEW MONTHS SEVERAL EXHIBITORS WHO 
PUT THEIR TRUST IN SPIRIT OF "MUTUAL FRIENDSHIP AND 
UNDERSTANDING," HAVE BEEN STUNNED BY "RIPOFFS" RESULTING 
FROM LOOPHOLES IN THEIR CONTRACTS WITH CHINESE. COMMERCIAL

ATTACHES IN PEKING ARE NOW WARNING THEIR TRADE MINISTRIES 
AND BUSINESSMEN THAT THEY MUST TAKE CARE TO HAMMER OUT 
EVERY DETAIL OF ARRANGEMENTS FOR EXHIBITIONS WELL IN 
ADVANCE. AND ESPECIALLY COST OF EVEN SMALLEST ITEMS. 

ON DIPLOMATIC FRONT, "SOCIALIST CHINA" COMBINES SHREWD 
BUSINESS ACUMEN WITH POLITICAL SELF-INTEREST IN CHARGING 
EMBASSIES ON SLIDING SCALE FOR LOCAL STAFF THEY EMPLOY, 
ACCORDING TO THEIR COUNTRY'S WEALTH AND POLITICAL 
ORIENTATION. PEARCE CONTENDS THAT DIPLOMATIC SERVICES

GOVTS AND COMPANIES WHO HAVE TO BE REPRESENTED IN CHINA, 

NO MATTER WHAT THE COST, WHILE MOST TOURISTS WHO VISIT 
COUNTRY ARE TREATED TO TIGHTLY PACKAGED TOUR. 
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LAT’S ELEGANT IN HK, CITES KWANGMING DAILY REVELATION 
THAT MAO IS SERIOUSLY ILL AND POLITICALLY "PARALYZED" 

- HIS CONDITION BEING DELIBERATELY CONCEALED BY REGIME. 
PAPER FURTHER WARNED THAT PRC SOCIALIST SYSTEM WILL
